Ihc result of tne 
election ol tne said Constituency was declared on 17th June, 
1991 in wnich lespoDdent No. in Ram Krishna Kusmaria was 
declared successlui and elected by margin of over 16,000 
votes. According to the petitioner, the total votes potted 
were 4,34,n(J5 out of which, the ieturned candidate Kmnkrjshna 
Kusmaria had seeijred l,98,7t>8 votes while the Congress Can¬ 
didate ualchand Jan, respondent No. 5 had secured 1,82,550 
votes. The relumed candidate had thus secured 16,158 votes 
more than the Congress candidate, respondent No. 5. 'Ihe 
petitioner, who is a registered voter in the said constituency 
No. 7 has liled this election petition challenging the election 
of the returned candidate, respondent No. 16 Ramkrishna 
Kusmaria, on the round of non-comiiance of section 3 5-A 
of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961. booth capturing and 
other corrupt practices. 

2. None of the respondents except the returned candidate 
respondent No. 16 Ramkrishna Kusmaria, have come forward 
to contest this election petition. Returned candidate, respon¬ 
dent No. 16, after service ol notice of this election petition, 
entered appciuancc through counsel and filed an Interlocutory 
Application tl.A. No. 16/91) raising preliminary objection as 
to the maintainability of the election petition, contending that 
the pleadings conta.ned in the election petition do not con¬ 
tain the concise statement of materia] facts so as to constitute 
a complete cause of action but the allegations are vague and 
general and, therefore, the pleadings arc liable to be struck 
off and the petition deserves tc be dismissed/rejected. The 
petitioner has opposed the Interlocutory application by filing 
the reply thereto. 

In the case of Dharti Pakad Vs. Rajiv Gandhi (A.I.R. 1987 
S.C. 1577) it has been observed that if the Court is satisfied 
that the elect'on petition does not make out any cause of 
action and that the trial would prejudice embarrass and delay 
the proceedings, the Court need not wait for the filing of 
the written statement instead it can proceed to hear the 
preliminary objections and strike out the pleadings. If after 
striking out the pleadings the Court finds that no triable issues 
romain to be considered, it has power to reject the election 
pethion under order 7. rule 11 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
Thus the short question for determination by this Court at 
this stage is whether the election petition in the present form 
is lacking in the concise statement of material facts and par¬ 
ticulars relating to non-compliance of Rule 35-A of the 
Conduct of Flections Rules, 1961 (hereinafter referred to as 
‘the 1961 Rules') as well as in respect of various corrupt 
practices alleged to have been committed by the returned 
candidate, wh'Ch do not disclose a complete cause of action 
bv reason of wh'ch the petition is liable to he dismissed rr 
rejected. 

3. In order to appreciate Ihe allegations made in the Inter¬ 
locutory anpl'cation under consideration, various allegations 
made in the reftimi on the basis of which the election of 
the returned cand : date is challenged, have to be critically 
gone into. But before T proceed to examine the pleadings it 
would be annroprinfe to look to the armropriate provisions 
of law relating to the question in controversy. Section 83 
of the Representation of the People Act. 1951 (hereinafter 
referred to as the ‘Act’), mandates that an election petition- 

fa) shall contain a concise statement, of the material facts 
on which the petitioner relies ; 

(b) shall set forth full particulars of any corrupt practice 
that the petitioner alleges, including as full a state¬ 
ment as poss'hlc of the names of the parties alleged 
to have committed such corrupt practice and the 
date and place of the commission of each such 
practice. 

d cVy-fon 86 of the Act contemnlntes that thy H'uh Court 
shall dismiss an election petition which does not comnlv with 
*n-nvTsiorui nf section «1 or section 87 or section 117 of 
the Act. Further section 87 of the Act provides that subiect 
lo the provisions of this Act and the Rules made thereunder. 


every election petition shall be tried by the High Court, as 
nearly as may be, in accordance with the procedure applicable 
under the Lode ol Civil Procedure 191)8 to the trial of suits, 
h is thus clear that tn the trial of the election petitions 
also, the same procedure as preserbied for trial of a suit under 
the Code of Civil Procedure has to be followed. That being 
so, the provisions of order 6 of the Code relating to the 
pleadings would be applicable. Rule 2 of order 6 of the 
Code ot Civil Procedure requires to state material facts and 
that every pleading shall contain, and contain only, a state¬ 
ment in a concise form of the material facts on which the 
parly pleading relics for his claim or defence, as the case 
may be. Thus the provisions of section 83 of the Act are 
almost similar in natme us those contained in Rule 2 of order 
u of the Code, Further order 7, rule 11(a) of the Code 
of Civil Procedure empowers the Court to reject the plaint 
where it does not disclose Ihe cause of action. Thus the pro¬ 
visions ot the Act and the Code of Civil Procedure both 
empower the Court to dismiss the election petition if the- 
same is wanting in material facts and particulars. 

5. The requirement of concise statement of material facts 
and particulars in an election petition and the consequences 
of kick, of such allegations of concised sattement of material 
facts and particulars with refercuec to sections 81, 83 and 86 
of the Act, came up for consideration by their Lordships of 
the Supreme Court in the case of S. N. Balakrishna Vs. 
Fernandez (A.I.R. 1969 S.C, 1201). In that connection, their 
Lordship of the Supreme Court laid down 7 proposition, 
namely :— 

(i) Section S3 of the Act is mandatory and requires the 

election petition to contain first a concise statement 
of mtaerial facts and then requires the fullest possible 
particulars. The word “material” shows that the 
facts necessary to formulate a complete cause of 
action must be stated. 

(ii) Omission of a single material fact leads to an in 

complete cause of action and the statement of claim 
becomes bad. 

(iil) The function of particulars is to present as full a 
pitcure of the cause of action with such further in¬ 
formation in detail as to make the opposite party 
understand the case he will haVe to meet. 

(iv) There may be some overlapping between material 
facts and particulars but the two are quite 

tv) The material facts will mention the statement of facts 
and particulars will set out the name* of persons 
with date, time and place. 

(vi) The material facts will show the ground of corrupt 
practice and the complete cause of action and the 
parPculars will give the necessary information to 
present a full picture of the cause of action. 

(vi!) In stating the material facts it will not do merely 
to quote the words of the section because then the 
efficiency nf the words ‘material facts’ will be lost. 
The fact which constitutes the corrupt practice must 
be stated and the fact must be corelated to one of 
the heads of corrupt piactice. 

The election petition without the material facts relating to 
a corrupt practice is not an election petition at all. 
3 petition which merely cites the sections cannot 
be said to disclose a cause of action, where 
the allegation is obtaining or procuring of assistance unless 
the exact type and form of assistance and the Dcrsons from! 
whom it is sought and the manner in which the assistance 
is to further the prospect of election, me alleged as state¬ 
ment of facts. 

6. The aforesaid view was again reiterated to the 'hitireme 
Court in Hardwari Lai v. Kanwal Singh (A.I.R. 1972 S.C. 
515)._ wherem it has been laid down that it was essential 
nnd 'em era five for the election petitioner to set out with 
exactitude and nrcsision the tvtic of assistance and also the 
rminner in which the assistance was obtained or procured 
from each Person. The time date nnv price of the assistance 
wei-e also renivred (o be mentioned i n the particulars. Thus 
it has to be alleged as the material facts as to what assistance 
the appellant obtained or procured or abetted or attempted to 
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obtain or procure from which person and how the assistance 
furthered the prospects of the appellant's election. If all the 
four variants and ingredients were to be charged against the 
appellant these had to be set out as statements of material 
facts in relation to each person, 

7. It is also settled law that the charges of corrupt prac¬ 
tices have been equated with criminal charges and proof there¬ 
of would be not on prepondeience of probability as in civil 
cases but to be proved beyond reasonable doubt as in crimi¬ 
nal trial and the candidate's consent to his supporters accused 
of corrupt practice cannot be presumed but should be proved 
beyond reasonable doubt. The consent of the returned candi¬ 
date may be inferred from the circumstances but the circum¬ 
stances must point unerringly to the conclusion and must not 
admit of any other explanation. In Ram Shaian Yadav v. 
Thakur Muneshwar Nath Singh and others (AIR 1985 SC 
24) it was held that if any acts of corrupt practice are com¬ 
mitted by agent of the candidate who were not prevented by 
the candidate from doing so, no such inference that the acts 
were committed with positive consent or knowledge can be 
drawn. 

8. After having discussed the law on the subject in ques¬ 
tion, I shall now examine the pleadings of the petitioner to 
see whether they suller from the requisite mandatory plead¬ 
ings, Paragraphs 1 to 5 of the petition are only formal in 
nature giving the programme of the election, the contesting 
candidates and the result of the election. The main part of 
the petition setting forth the ground on which the election 
of the returned candidate is challenged, are contain¬ 
ed in paragraph No. 6 of the petition and onwards. 

9. The allegations in paragraph 6 of the petition are that 
there were about 1215 polling booths in the entire Parlia¬ 
mentary Constituency no. 7 in which nearly 8500 Govern¬ 
ment employees and officers were on election duty and most 
of them were also registered voters of the Constituency no, 7. 
It is alleged that Rule 35-A of the 1961 Rules the election 
duty certificate in Form 12-B has to be issued to the public 
servant on election duty to entitle them to vote in the elec¬ 
tion. But such cerificates were issued only to 5 per cent em¬ 
ployees on election duty us a result of which the remaining 
Government employees and officers could not exercise their 
right of franchise. The reason being that the allocation of 
election duties which should have been made atleast 10 days 
in advance were made at the last moment and, therefore, the 
Returning Officers and Assistant Returning Officers could not 
arrange the issuance of election duty certificates in Form 
12-B to such Government servants who were in election duty. 
It is alleged that non-compliance of Rule 35A materially 
affected the election prospects of the Congress Candidate 
Dalchand Jain as according to the petitioner, the majority 
of the Government servants were expected to vote for the 
Congress candidate, In this connection it roay be pointed 
out that there arc absolutely no pleadings of material fact 
as to on what date, the election duties were assigned to the 
alleged Government servants. There is only a vague and 
general allegation that the allocation of election duties was 
made at the last moment which is understood by the peti¬ 
tioner alone. It conveys no definite idea about the date and 
time of the allocation of election duty in order to enable the 
contesting candidate to meet the same. This apart sub-rule 
(2) of Rule 20 of 1961 Rules provides that if a public servant 
who i, a voter and is on election duty wishes to vote in per¬ 
son iff an election an d not by post, he shall send an application 
in Form 12A to the Returning Officer so as to reach him 
at least four days, or such shorter period as the Returning 
Officer may allow, before the date of poll, and if the Re¬ 
turning Officer is satisfied that the applicant is such public 
servant and voter on election duly in the Constituency, he 
shall issue to the applicant an election duty certificate in 
Form 12B. It is thus clear that the certificate contemplated 
to be issued in Form 12B could be issued to only such pub¬ 
lic servant who is a voter and on election duty and who also 
applied for the certificate in Form 12B, In the present case 
there are absolutely no pleadings that any public servant who 
was on election dutv had applied for the certificate to the 
Returning Officer. Thus the pleadings in paragraph 6 of the 
election .petition do not contain the concise statement of mate¬ 
rial facts and the particulars thereof and hence the allegations 
contained-in paragraph 6 of the petition do not disclose the 
complete cause of action as required by 1 aw.

1). The allegations contained in paragraph 7 of the peti¬ 
tion which are precisely discussed in pmugruph 10 above we 
dually lucking in material tacts and particulars. The allega¬ 
tions about oooih capturing are sweeping and general. Ihete 
,s no pleading as to the manlier of boom capturing by wnom 
and at wnat point ot time, mere is aiso no pleading as to 
how me anegca booth capiunng had materially anectcd mo 
prospects ot congress-1 candidate, respondent no. 5 and how 
me same had iuitaercd the prospects of ihe Returned candi¬ 
date, respondent no. 16. There is a vague ailegat.on mat 
thcie was large scale booth capturing by me supporters and 
workers ot Bnartiya Junta Patty, without giv.ng any names 
or any partieulais of those supporieis and workers. There is 
also a similar vague allegation mat tne Returning Officer under 
cite pressure ot ruling tiuaitiyu Janta Party toot no steps in 
mtonnmg the Flection Commission or dnectmg repoli, blit 
no facts and cucumstances have been pleaded io inter the 
alleged presume on the Rcturnmg Officer. Jt was essential 
and imperative for the election petitioner to set out with 
exactitude and precision the type of booth capturing as also 
the manner in which it took place as well as the tune, the 
persons who had actually committed the alleged booth cap¬ 
turing and how it had materially affected the prospects of 
Congress 1 candidate and furthered the prospects of the 
Returned candidate. 


12. In pavugurph 8 of the petition the allegation is that 
the action of the Returning Officer and the Polling Officers 
in covering up the huge stale \ioh t;on of sanctity of voting 
right by illegal stamping ol bullots apd capturing booth 
U Bhartiya Janta Paity suppoiters and workers is an assis¬ 
tance given to the Returned candidate with his consent, 
for the fnrihercnce of his election, Here it may again be 
(dinted out that ir I Ik absence or any material, no infcrenct 
can be drawn regaidmg the im.‘ stance given by the Return¬ 
ing Olficei and the Polling Officers to the Returned candi¬ 
date by covering up the alleged violation of the sanctity, 
of the voting lights by the alleged booth capturing or 
illegal stamping ot votes fay ihe Bhartiya Janta Party sup- 
pcitcis and workers, The>e is also absolutely no material 
to suggest any consent on the part of the Returned candidate. 
On the eontinry the aimexu.es 3 to S filed by the petitioner 
himself speak agnmsi the allegations made by the petitioner- 
m the petition Net onlv this but the petitioner has further 
made sweeping and vague allegations in the end, of para¬ 
graph 8 of the petititn that he tiro leceived reports from 
large number of oilier booths about tire large number of 
reception of illegal voles throughout the constituency, with¬ 
out mentioning the persons from whom those reports, were 
leceived well as the date, lime and place in re^ct of 
which the r.iid rcpcits were, received. 
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13. The allegations in paragraphs 9 and 10 of the petition 
ate equally vague and wanting in material facts and parti¬ 
culars and they do not disclose any cause of action. 

14. The allegations in paiegraph 11 of the petition are 
that thousands of ballot papers were found inside the ballot 
box at the time of the counting without any serial number 
for which a news item was published in ‘Desh Bandhu” 
Satan, dated 29-5-1991 (Annexure 13) which fact is said 
to have been denied by the Collection Satna as published in 
‘Desh Bandhu’ dated 31-5-91 (Annexure 14). It is difficult 
to understand as to how these allegations furnish a ground 
for challenging the election of (he Returned candidate. 
Besides the allegation appears to be unfounded per se as 
the news item was published on 29-5-1991 while accordlrg 
to tlte petitioner, the counting took place on 16th June, 
1991 If the counting took place on J6th June, 1991, the 
ballot boxes would have teen opened on the same date. 
Tt is difficult to nndeistand as to how the news paper pub¬ 
lished on 29-5-91 that thousands of ballot papers without 
any serial number were found In the ballot boxes at the 
time of the counting The allegation is wholly misconceived. 


out. If there had been any such incident that must have 
been brought to the notice of the officials responsible for 
the counting and a comp!a pt to that effect would have 
been made. The petitioner has not menlioned as to how 
and in what manner the election prospects of the Congress 
cai J date were materially affected and how and in what 
ma”ner it helped the election prospects of the Returned 
canddate. 


17. Paragraph 14 of the petition relates to Annexure 14 
wh h is a paper cutting dated 31-5-91 wherern it has been 
r published that one vehicle full of ballot boxes reached the 
',tro g room after considerable delay. It has been alleged 
ihs* the Returning Officer and the Assistant Returning Officer 
have not disclosed as to what steps did they take to verify 
(.hat there was no tampering with the ballot boxes during 
this delay. It has been alleged that it is a case of tampering 
of secret ballot papers with the connivance of the Bhartlya 
Junta Party workers and it is alleged that about 5 to 10 
thousands of votes were tampered which amounts to illegal 
assistance. 


15. In paragraph 12 of (he petition, it has been alleged 
that no accoum ol unscr,Tiled ballot papers has been given 
to the candidates, while the Congress-! candidate had made 
a representation to the Return ng Officer- on 25-6-1991 
.seeking the details of the total number of unserialed bahet 
papers found or recovered from the ballot boxes and a 
break up of their recovery from each polling booth but 
the Returing Officer and the Assistant Returning Officer 
refused to give an account thereof. It is further alleged 
that it Is Relieved that more than 10,000 unserialed ballot 
papers were stamped and put in the ballot boxes in favour 
cf the returnee candidate at the time of booth capturing. 
It is also alleged that during the counting thousands of such 
unserialled ballot papers were included and added in the 
tcUv of votes of the relumed candidate. The allegation 
appears to be ah afterthought. There is no positive allega¬ 
tion that any unserialled ballot paper was stamped and 
used in the vcTng The reuloner has made a faint allega¬ 
tion that it is believed that unserialled ballot papers were 
put in the ballot boxes in favour of the returned candidate. 
There is absolutely no allegation that any unset lied 
ballot paper was found ai the time of ffic countbg 

If it had been so found, there would have been a 

complaint to that effect by any of the contesting candi¬ 
dates who were quite large in number or atleast by their 
counting agents or anv olher authorised persons present at 
the time of the counting. In the absence of unsealled 
ballot papers having been found or recovered from the 

bnllot rexes .lhe question of giving their details or break¬ 

up by the Returning Officer or the Assistant Return'ng 
Officer did not arise lit all- 


16, The petitioner In paragraph 13 of the petition has 
alleged that it was not possible for the counting agents of 
the contesting parties to oversee the counting from close 
quarters so as to be able to notice tLe absence of 
serial numbers on the ballot napers. This fact was 
gresslv overlooked at the time of the counting either deli¬ 
berately or in connivance II is r’leged that the counting 
of such large numbb of rinerinled ballot papers in the 
tellv of votes has prchidkiallv affected the prospects of (he 
Returned candidate Tt is al'tged that it is believed that 
more than 10.POT votes have been crossed in favour of the 
Returned cnndidnlc Here again the alligations are tiotlrnp 
but surmises and con’-ctures which cannot be taken into 
account without maieonl facts and particulars. The count 
inn is done in the rresence of tfce contesting candida f rs, 
their anents nnd authorised peirons within their vision, 
which Is open to anv valid objection in case of anv 
irrectalarity in that behalf. Tt is difficult to 
accept that it is not possible for the counting 
agents to oversee the counting from the close 
quarters and notice the absence of serin) numbers on the 
ballot papers, if any. There is absolutely no allegation 
that anv ballot paper wns noticed having no serial mitnb*r 
and. therefore, the Question of counting of such unserialled 
ballot papers in favour of any candidate has to be ruled 


The allegation seems to be baaed entirely in the news 
item dated 31-5-91, the correctness of which could not be 
accepted without any material to support the same. Besides 
mere delay of the vehicle in reaching the Strong Room dons 
not lead to any inference of tampering with the ballot 
boxes. If there was any tampering with any ballot boxes 
objection would have been-by the candidates, their agents 
and other authorised persons at the time of the counting 
when the ballot boxen were presented and opened in their 
presence. But no such objection appears to have been taken 
bv anybody, because there was in fact no tampering with) 
the ballot boxes. The allegation seem to be based entirely 
on unfounded inferences and presumptions for which there 
is Uo material. 


18. After a critical and detailed examination of the 
petition and contents thereof, this Court is ol the firm oppion 
that the pleadings and averments relating to the alleged 
comipt practices are wanting in concise statements of facta 
and particulars as to the details of corupt practice. The 
allegations do not conform to the mandatory requirements 
of section 83 of the Act read with order 6 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure so as to constitute complete cause of action. 
That being so, the preliminary objection raised on behalf 
of the Returned candidate (respondent no. 16 herein) have 
to be accepted and the petition deserves to be rejected at 
the threshold under order 7 rule 11 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure as ft does not disclose any triable cause of notion. 


19. An important feature of this petition which needs 
mention is that apparently this election petition appears to 
.have been filed to the benefit of the respondent no. 5 
Dalchand Jain, who contested the election on Congress ticket, 
but surprisingly enough even the respondent no. 5 did not 
come forward to support the allegation made to his ad¬ 
vantage, He did not even choose to file written statement 
to support the vague allegation of corrupt practice, if in 
fact there was any corrupt practice committed by any can¬ 
didate, his agent or by any other person with the consent 
of the candidate or his election agent. _No candidate out 
of 72 candidates who contested the election has come tor- 
ward with any allegation much less an allegaton of corrupt 
practice ?o as to lend support to the petitioner. 


20 For the reasons stated above, the petition deserves to 
, t ri-iecM and hence it is hereby rejected accordingly, 
'ow’sel fees Rs. 500 if certified to be paid by the petitioner 
o respondent no 16. Petitioner and respondents no. 1 to 
; s and 17 to 22 shall bear their own coals,
